Buililiiig  of  Solomon’s  Temple. 

Of  the  architecture  of  the  Temple  we 
know  little,  except  its  proportions,  and 
that,  like  most  temples  of  antiquity,  it 
was  ,liv  i.li-1  into  three  courts,  called,  in 
tliisca-c.  the  ]x>re)i,  the  holy  place  and 
I  the  holy  of  holies.  It  was  extremely 
small,  measuring  only  thirty-five  feet  in 
width,  while  the  total  length  was  only 
10-j  feet;  so  that  its  impressiveness  de- 
]>ended  on  its  golden  walls  and  pillars, 
lloor  and  ceiling,  its  precious  jewels  and 
the  richness  of  the  embroidered  bangings 
that  curtained  tlie  sanctuary.  And  min¬ 
gled  with  all  this  gold  we  read  of  brass, 
a  compound  that  sema  to  have  been 
scarcely  |>  -y  esteemed  in  those  days,  when 
the  tin  mini’s  of  Spain  and  Cornwall  were 
among  the  recent  discoveries  of  the  Phoe¬ 
nician-.  and  the  brass  made  at  Tyre  from 
the  liu  of  Tarslu.-h  or  Spain  and  the  cop¬ 
per  from  (  y  pros  was  still  a  fancy  article, 
commanding  a  very  high  price. 

The  cn-t  i,|  this  golden  temple  was  de¬ 
frayed  by  l lie  moneys  left  by  the  offer¬ 
ings  of  lie  Jieople,  but  luavy  taxes  were 
levied  to  create  funds  for  the'  palaces, 
towns  aild  fortresses  tliat  arose  in  such 
ruinmi-ly  rapid  slice, •— ion.  Koexchetpter 
could  long  endure  such  a  drain,  no  nation 
support  -*>  vast  and  sumptuous  a  court, 
without  murmuring:  and  alt  hough  we 
do  not  know  what,  was  the  relative  vain  • 
of* gold  and  of  the  commodities  of  lif>  . 
tho  stress  laid  u|>oti  the  fart  that  al)  ct:e 
vi  s,  1-  in  the  p:  laces  were  of  gold  |  oints 
to  the  conclusion  that  this  provision  was 
as  sumptuous  in  those  days  as  it  would  he 
in  our  own.

One  can  scarcely  pass  through 
any  village  of.  the  Canaries  without  wit- 
ne-sing  some  step  iu  the  preparation  of 
this  food.  The  gram  is  first  picked  over, 
then  roasted  above  a  charcoal  fire,  and 
afterward  ground  at  the  windmills 
v.  hit  h  al  found  everywhere.  When  it  is 
1.,  he  eaten  milk,  soup  or  any  other  fluid 
i ,  mixed  with  it,  without  further  cook¬ 
ing.
